LONDON, April 6 (AP)—Sir 
Anthony Eden became Britain's 
forty-second Prime Minister to- 
day, but told Parliament Sir 
Winston Churchill will remain 
a “dominant figure” in the 
House of Commons. | 

Eden appeared in the House 
a few hours after receiving 
from Queen Elizabeth II the 
mandate to form a government 
in succession to Churchill's. His 
appearance did not set off much 
of a demonstration. There was 
a sound of approval fram the 
Conservative benches behind 
him, but the Laborites were si- 
lent. It was evident the Com- 
mons still had its mind on 
Churchill, who was not even 
present to hear the tributes of 
Eden and Clement Attlee, lead- 


er of the Labor opposition.

on the fact that “he brought a 
most complete vision” to prob- 
lems before him. and always cut 
through to their core. 

“When he comes back from 
his holiday he will still be a 
dominant figure among us,” 
Edén said, adding: 

- “] for my part will do all I 
can to serve our country.” 

Churchill, who gave up. the 
premiership yesterday under the 
burden of his 80 years, departs 
next Tuesday for a rest in 
Sicily. 

Attlee, the opposition leader, 
said Churchill “gave leadership 
to the country when it needed it 
most.” His voice seemed to 
break a little when he spoke of 
his party’s “warm affection” for 
the wartime leader. 

Eden at 57 is the youngest 
prime minister in three decades. 
He also is the first divorced man 
in history to hold the job. 

On receiving the appointment 
at Buckingham Palace he kissed 
the Queen’s hands—as do Bri- 
tish ambassadors sent abroad. 

Trumpets of the Horse Guards 
band sounded in the distance, as 
the handsome, debonair states- 
man in frock coat left Bucking- 
ham Palace to drive back to his 
new duties. 

Palace Communique. 

The capital, with all its news- 
papers on strike, got news of 
the historic changeover in a 
palace communique read over 
the British Broadcasting Corp. 
The text: 

“The Queen received the right 
Honorable Sir Anthony Edén, 
M.P., in audience this morning 
and offered him the post of 
Prime Minister and First Lord 
of the Treasury. Sir Anthony 
Eden accepted’ Her: Majesty's 
offer and, kissed hands upon his 
appointment.” 

Churchill's political crown 
prince of more than 13 years 
fidgeted nervously with his tie 
and frequently smoothed his 
hair as he arrived at the palace 
—12 minutes early—for his 11 
a.m. appointment with the sov- 
ereign. 

On the return journey after 
his 40-minute interview in the 
Queen’s private apartments, he

OSLO, April 6 (UP)—Influ- 
ential persons im various coun- 
tries are supporting Sir Winston 
Churchill and Sir Anthony Eden 
for Nobel peace prizes, informed 
sources said today. ‘The Nobel 
prize committee has two peace 
awards to bestow this year be- 
cause it postponed the 1954 
prize. 

Until recently Eden and for- 


France were considered the most 
likely choices for their efforts 
at the Geneva conference which 
brought the Indochina peace. 
Churchill’s chances improved 
with his resignation. 

To win the award candidates 
usually must fulfill two. condi- 
tions: They must be on the list 
of nominees and not be over- 
active in partisan politics. 
Churchill now fulfills the sec- 
ond condition by his resignation, 
but it was uncertain whether he 
was on the list of nominees. 
Eden was known to be on the 
list, but -by becoming Prime 
Minister he may fail to meet the 
first.

Often Churchill, who retired 
yesterday, glanced up to receive 
the discreet wave and nod of 
his wife after a, big speech. 

Lady Eden sat on the front 
bench of the gallery directly 
above the government front 
‘bench. From her position the 
niece of Sir Winston could see 
over the right shoulder of her 
husband, Sir Anthony Eden. 

Clarissa Eden, just 35 and 
three years married to the new 
Prime Minister, was hatless. Her 
slightly reddish hair was neatly 
waved and her pale complexion 
showed white in the gloomy 
chamber. She wore a light 
fawn wool coat.

AR-TO-AIR ATOM 
MISSILE SHOT ' 


Blast Capable of Knock- 
ing Several Bombers 
Down — Shakes Las 
Vegas Windows. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., April 6 
(UP) — America’s “newest anti- 
aircraft defense, an air-to-air 
missile with an atomic warhead, 
was exploded six miles above 
Nevada today with a blast pow- 
erful enough to knock down 
half a dozen enemy bombers 
even in a near miss. 

The guided. missile, with 2 
punch equivalent of perhaps 
5000 to 10,000 tons of TNT 
was launched from an Air Force 
B-36 intercontinental bomber. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the’ Defense Depart- 
ment officially disclosed over a 
week ago that they. would test 
this latest weapon in America’s 
nuclear arsenal. The joint an- 
nouncement said it was capable 
of destroying a fleet of bomb- 
ers without a direct .hit, missing 
even by a half mile. 

The missile can be fired from 
intercepting warplanes into for- 
mations of invading ,planes 
when they are still 1000 miles or 
more off shore... 

The compact missile was 
secret as to details but probably 
was encased in a six-foot-long 
skin. It sped, apparently under 
rocket power and nic 
guidance from the “mother” 
plane, toward a pattern of smoke 
trails laid down by six F-86 
Sabrejets two minutes before 
scheduled blast time. 

It burst on schedule, but ap- 
peared to, have detonated above 
the smoke trails, which were 
laid down as photographic meas- 
uring sticks of the blast po 

The flash was described by 
witnesses atop Mount Charles- 
ton, 50 airline miles away, as 
“very, very bright for the mid- 
dle of the day.” 

It was a baby” blast, as 
atomic explosions go. But its 
force made the plate glass. win- 
dows quiver in the » Atomic 
Energy Commission office at 
Las Vegas, 75 miles away. 

An orange-white metallic flash, 
temporarily blinding to Las 
Vegas observers who were not

That was 2027 more than 
the 46,833 cast for Clem F. 
Storckman, incumbent. 

The term is for the remainder 
of the six-year term to which 
the late Frank L.. Wright was 
elected in 1951. On his death 
in 1953, Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker appointed Storckman to 
serve until yesterday’s election. 

‘Blue Ribbon’ Totals. 

Dr. Younge, Negro physician, 
led the unsutcessful “blue rib- 
bon” candidates for ° six-year 
terms, receiving 53,543 votes. 
Totals for the other “blue rib- 
bon” candidates were Mrs.. Ed- 
ward M. Harrington, 52,624; Carl 
W: Messinger, 50,431 and Oscar

The Democrats, who held an 
18-to-7 majority in the Board of 
Aldermen before the election, 
will have a top-heavy 24-to-4 
majority in the new board, which 
takes office April 19. The Re- 
publican minority will be the 
smallest since the election of 
aldermen by wards began in 
1943. There were three vacan- 
cies in the old board. 

Yesterday’s election showed 
an overwhelming majority of the 
Negro voters in the city are in 
the Democratic fold. Demo- 
cratic candidates ran up majori- 
ties ranging from three to six 
to one in: the wards with the - 
largest Negro vote, the Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth and Twentieth.

PRINCETON, N.J., April 6

WINS RACE FR 
GHCAGD MAYOR 


One of the Closest in 
Recent Years. 


CHICAGO, April 6 (AP) — 
Democratic forces long dominant 
in Chicago politics turned back 
a determined Republican assault 
yesterday and elected Richard J. 
Daley mayor by 127,000 votes. 

Complete unofficial returns 
gave Daley 708,660 votes and 
Alderman Robert E. Merriam, a 
former Democrat turned Repub- 
lican, 581,461. 

Although decisive, the result 
was one of the closest since An- 
ton J. Cermak wrested the may- 
oralty from William Hale (Big 
Bill) Thompson in 1931. The 
only narrower margin in the six 
Democratic mayor victories pre- 
ceding Daley's was that of 114,- 
oap._by which -the late Mayor 
Edward J. Kelly won his third 
term in 1943. 

The victory and Democratic 
gains in Michigan were hailed by 
Democratic National Chairman 
Paul Butler as evidence of the 

arty’s “resurgence” of strength. 

o Illinois Republican leaders, 
it indicated that the city’s tra- 
ditional Democratic leaning had 
not been altered, and with Chi- 
cago Democratic organization in- 
tact there might be trouble ahead 
in the 1956 Presidential and 
state contests. 

Backers on Council. 

Yesterday's results in alder- 
manic races indicate Daley will 
have 38 Democrats among the 
50 Aldermen in the City Coun- 
cil. There are 11 Republicans 
and one independent. 

Daley,: 52-year-old chairman 
of the Cook county (Chicago) 
Democratic committee and Cook 
county clerk, won despite an 
all-out Republican campaign 
spearheaded by the peppery, 36- 
year-old Merriam. 

A former Democrat who quit 
the party last year in a long dis- 
pute with organization leaders, 
Merriam assailed the top brass 
and asserted Daley was unwill- 
ing to combat gambling and 
corruption. He told voters 
Daley’s election would throw the 
city “wide open” to commercial 
lawlessness. Daley termed the 
charges false. 

The total vote in the election 
was 1,338,554—more than 68 per 
cent the 1,946,477 registra- 
tion. But 48,423 voters did not 
vote for either mayor candidate. 

Daley, a native of the “back 
of the yards” area and veteran 
of more than 25 years in party 
service, is the father of seven 
children. He had been county 
clerk since 1950. He served 10 
years in the Ilinois Legislature 
and was Hlinois revenue direc- 
tor under Gov. Adlai E. Steven- 
son in 1949-1950. Stevenson in- 
dorsed him*for the mayoralty. 
Daley, one of the original back- 
ers of Stevenson for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President 
in 1952, during his mayoral cam- 
paign indorsed Stevenson for 
1 Democratic presiden- 

mination.

Dulles told his news confer- 
ence he would not say anything 
about the papers in advance of 
his session with the Senators. 
‘Lhe committee last week unani- 
mously approved a motion by 
Senator Morse (Dem.), Oregon, 
to request Dulles to tell how the 
Times got its copy of the papers 
and also why “side” remarks by 
participants in the 1945 Big 
Three meeting were included in 
the official record of the con- 
ference. 

McCardle refused to comment 
on the substance of Hayden's 
story saying: 

“I think it would be an affront 
to Congress. 

“I’m not going to comment on 
what the Secretary plans or does 
not plan to tell the committee. 
The Secretary himself would not 
do this at his news conference 
yesterday. 

“This stuff has been published 
before. I’m not going to com- 
ment because it would not be 
right to discuss in public what 
the Secretary is going to talk 
about with Senators behind 
closed doors.” 

Hayden’s story recited a chro- 


nology of events leading to the 
general publication of the Yalta 
decuments. 

Signal to Reston. 

The story said that at Dulles’s 
news conference on March 15 
McCardle signaled James B. 
Reston, the Times’s Washington 
correspondent, to follow him to 
his office. There, Hayden said, 

a “deal” was consummated. 

The story said the plan was 
a considered decision based on 
State Department desire to in- 
sure publication of the full Yalta 
text and thus minimize what 
Hayden called opportunities to. 
to twist for political purposes 
the story of the 1945 meeting. 

The Times has said it ob- 
tained the papers from the State 
Department under an agreement 
to publish them in full. 

In New York last night Maj. 


Gen. Courtney Whitney, chief 
aide to.Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
said a book by Cornelius Van- 
derbilt Whitney “completely be- 
lies” a report that at the time 
of the Yalta conference Mac- 
Arthur favored Russia’s entering 
the war against Japan. 

Replying to an article by 
Louis Morton in the current 
issue of Reporter magazine, 
Whitney said: 

“No competent evidence what- 
soever exists” to support the 
view that.concessions to Russia 
at the Yalta conference resulted 
in part from MacArthur’s ad- 
vice.

It de- 
‘scribed a meeting between Mac- 
Arthur and the late Secretary of 
Navy James Forrestal in the 
Philippines on Feb. 28, 1945. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney 
accompanied Forrestal to the 
conference with MacArthur.

After the Finest Hours 
~The retitement of Sir Winston Churchill as 
finest hours of a long and reat career. He 

_ steps down in the fullest of years, but because of 

his party's prospects at the polls rather than 

. after a final achievement of statecraft. 

His retirement is, of course, most honorable, 


this can be but little changed by the pinning of 
jeweled stars on his breast or his admission into 
the company of. peers. , 

It is a melancholy thought that biographies 
rarely have the cumulative pattern of a novel. 
The differefice is that between reality and art. 
“The artist puts climax and triumph where he 
-wants them; he is master of the last line. Life, 
alas, is carelessly helter-skelter. 

’ * . . 

Perhaps it was the artist in Churchill, even 
more than the statesman, who kept Churchill at 
the helm so long, hoping for the opportunity to 
write that last golden paragraph. He had an idea 
of how it should run: 

Having marched into the Westminster College 
gymnasium, in Fulton, to draw the attention of 
Curtain,” he had heped te have a hand on the 
ropes in raising it. He had hoped after Stalin 
died for a conference of the leaders of great 
nations which would again restore the warmth 
of peace to the world. | steers 

Had he brought this about, he might have set 
it above even his fortitude and courage in the 
Battle of Britain. But less optimistic, more cau- 
tious minds denied him. ‘ 

The former Prime Minister's career, however, 
is one that measures high even without such a 
final drum-roll. The story of this son of an 
American mother is a story of wisdem and 
gusto restrained by tradition, a noble tradition. 
Ever since he was a young man he has done 
things with a flair, almost the flair of an old 
knight. | 

In some respects Churchill always did belong 
to the England of the Plantagenets, the Tudors, 
the Stuarts—certainly to that of his ancestor 
Marlborough. He seemed a man of gonfalons, 
lances and battletrumpets in an England—a 
world—of smoke-stacks, machines and railroad 
tracks. Insofar as the Conservatives were closest 
to a remaining tie to the ancient splendor and 
glory. he was a high Tory. 

But Churchill is no mere romantic. When the 
Tories seemed to set their balance-sheets above 
all else, he féll into stride beside old Lioyd 
George. And he washed his hands of the Baid 
wins and the Chamberlains. When his country 
was but ill prepared for the murderous blow from 
the sky, he was ready. How much England—and 
all of the West—owes his leadership in the dark 
days of the Nazi o t is another of the im- 
ponderables; but it is much, very much.

Churchill's weaknesses—and some were grave 
—stemmed from his strength. He, indeed, would 
not be the First Minister to cut up the Empire. 
But the old empire was long dead as in 
India, and it remained only for London to recog-

perhaps Churchill recognized such changes that 


time had wrought. But having recognized them, 
he sought to infuse them with some of the old 
integrity and the old glory.

The Democratic sweep in the municipal elec- 
tion assures the party organization iron-clad 
control of the Bdard of Aldermen and a dom- 
inant voice in the distribution of patfonage in 
the “nonpartisan” Board of Education. 

Since the Democratic City Central Committee 
already controls all of the patronage in the 
“state” offices in the city, it has no more polit- 
ical worlds to conquer. How did it do it? 

In Donald Gunn, who decisively defeated the 
Republican incumbent: inthe aldermanic pres- 
idency, Charles E. Albanese, the Democratic 
organization closed ranks behind an able man 
running on a platform notable for its support 
of the popular Mayor Tucker’s civic objectives. 

At the ward level, the Democrats ran average 
or better candidates against those Republican 
Aldermen it wished to get out of the way. The 
result was that such Republican leaders as 
Sidney R. Redmond in the Eighteenth Ward 
and Mel Krah in the Tenth were unseated. The 
Republican minority representation in the 
Board was cut from eight members to four. 

Two of these four are Republicans who man- 

- aged to survive the Democratic tide thanks to 
election of Aldermen by wards: William A. 
Stolar in the Twenty-eighth and Fred W. Haag 
of the Twelfth. The two others are G.O.P. 
holdovers: Carl Guetschow, Twenty-third, and 
George J. Grellner, Thirteenth. 

Another important ingredient in the Dem- 
ocratic victory was the lethargy of the voters. 
The total vote cast for Board President was 
123,151; the lightest total in an off-year alder- 
-manic election since 1943. The people turned 
over the polls to the professionals. 

The Democrats now have a 25-to-4 margin in 
the Board—more than enough to override 
mayoral vetoes-ef spot-zoning, traffic and other 
measures. Thus they are in a position to do 
still more damage to St. Louis through the con- 
tinued misuse of ¢g‘aldermanic courtesy.” The 
city’s best hope is that the aldermen will re- 
member. their pre-election promises to refrain 
from employing this legislative abuse. 

In the School Board election the defeat of 
the Blue Ribbon slate can be traced directly to 
the light vote and the almost solid opposition 
of the ward organizations, including a sizable 
number of G.O.P. groups. 

Even so, the Blue Ribbon candidates made a 
commendable showing, and that ought to en- 
courage the citizens’ group that selected them 
and handled their campaign. It would be a 
shame if the public schgol system were left to 
the spoilsmen two, years from now. :

Mr. Merriam was a local 
version, in terms of political affiliation, of Sen- 
ator Morse of Oregon, but in reverse. That is, 
the young “fusion” nominee was elected to the 
Chicago Board of Aldermen as a Democrat and 
served as a Democrat until a short time ago 
when he decided to run for Mayor as a Re- 
publican. 

' There was. much te commend Mr. Merriam's 
record as an Alderman, but_his candidacy ap- 
pealed more to business groups and some inde- 
pendent voters than it did to the old line Re- 


publican ward leaders. Mr. Daley, the Mayor-, 


elect, was undoubtedly the strongest organiza- 
tion man the Democrats could have backed first 
against Mayor Kennelly in the primary and 
then against Mr. Merriam. Mr. Daley has com- 
piled a good record as a legislator at Spring- 
field, as a leading member of the gubernatorial 
cabinet of Adlai E. Stevenson and as a Cook 
county official. 

The Michigan results are not yet fully de- 
termined but it appears that the Democrats 
have won three state races and the Republicans 
one, with four still so close that ballot boxes 
and voting machines are now under guard. What 
is significant here is that a state long Repub- 
lican, but in recent years Democratic for Gov- 
ernor and. in 1954 also Democratic for Senator, 
is now voting Democratic for some state officers 
at least in an off year. 

These results undoubtedly will cause an in- 
crease in the pressure on President Eisenhower

From a Veto Message by Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas 


To the Howse of Representatives: 
After thoughtful consideration I do 


not approve House Bill No. 30 and re- , 


turn it to the House of Representatives 
without my signature and with my ob- 
jections for the record... . 

The important part of this bill is Sec- 
tion 2. It provides: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
or labor organization to deny any other 

rson employment because of member- 
ship in, affiliation with, or resignation 
‘or expulsion from a labor organization, 
or refusal to join or affiliate with a 
labor organization, or for any person or 
labor organization to enter into any 
contract written or oral, to exclude per- 
sons from employment because of mem- 
bership in or non-membership in a la- 
bor organization. ...” 

After a thorough analysis of the bill, 
I find it is not a solution to any labor 
management problem in Kansas. 

The name “right-to-work” is a mis- 
nomer. The bill provides no greater 
protection for the individual's right to 
work or right to refrain from joining a 
union than is provided by the present 
law. 


Real Purpose of House Bill 30 


House Bill 30 has only one real pur- 
pose—To ultimately destroy the right 
of labor to organize and the principle 
of collective bargaisting. Saal teabes 

lish this purpose pro main- 
ts F ara p in labor unions 
under state law. This right is now care- 
fully guaranteed to labor under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

My opinion of the purpose of this bill 
is substantiated by many ‘ authorities 
and well-informed people throughout 
the country.

“(1) Every employe has a right to 
join a union if he wants to. 

“(1) Every employe has a right to 
refuse to join a union if he wants to. 

“(3) Every employer has a right to 
sign a contract for a union shop if he 
wants to. : 

“Yet this so-called right-to-work leg- 
islation would deprive the employer of 
that right. It would also deprive ihe 
employes of the right to join a union 
and to negotiate for a union shop. It is 
not a question of whether we believe 
in the union shop or not. The question 
involved in this legislation is govern- 
ment interference with the independ- 
ence of both management and labor to 
negotiate whatever kind of contract 
they may agree upon.” 


‘Laws Do Moré Harm Than Good’: 


On March 17, 1955, James P. Mitch- 
ell, Secretary of Labor, declared, “State 
right-to-work laws do more harm than 
good.

Kansas Farmérs vs. Kansas Labor 


Under ordinary circumstances no bill 
could have survived this kind of his- 
tory.

President Eisenhower an Unions 


President Eisenhower expressed the 
rightful place of labor when he said, 
“Today in America, unions have a se- 
life. Only 
a handful of unreconstructed reaction- 
aries harbor the ugly thought of break- 
ing unions. Only a fool would try to de- 
prive working men and women_.of the 
right to join a union of their choice.” 

I am aware of the fact that many 
states in the Union have enacted laws 
similar’ to House Bill 30. In doing so I 
believe they have acted contrary to the 
great heritage and freedoms of Ameri- 


ca. ‘Throughout the country this law 


has become a symbol to labor of its loss 
of freedom. We are not obligated to 
follow their lead. 

Many wrongs do not make a right, 
and the huckster’s tacties cannot make 
a wrong thing a right thing. It is time 
to face up to this issue and set an ex- 
ample for others to follow.

How to Beat the Law. 


This amendment plugged a 
loophole in the Clayton Anti- 
Trust Act by forbidding mergers 
through purchase of assets, in 
whole or in part, of one corpo- 
ration by another, if “the effect 
of such acquisition may be sub- 
stantially to lessen competition, 
or to tend to create a monopoly.” 

While the majority report of 
the Attorney General’s commit- 
tee subscribed to the Kefauver 
amendment, it then went into 
several pages of citation of spe- 
cific cases in which mergers 
were held lawful despite the 
Kefauver barrier.

Dinners and as Foster

Madame Cora’L. DeFoe, wide- 
ly known since the turn of the 
century for the chicken dinners 
served at her St. Louis county 
farm and fostermother of 30 
orphans and neglected children, 
died yesterday at St. Luke's 
Hospital of infirmities. She was 
95 years old and had been il] 
about four weeks. 

Madame DeFoe was born on 
the 160-acre place where she 
lived all her life, on Baxter road 
at Chesterfield, 18 miles from 
St. Louis. : | 

Her maiden name was Woody. 
She was married as a girl of 
20, to a man named DeFoe—a 
Frenchman, she would say on 
the infrequent occasions when 
she mentioned him. She spoke 
of her marriage, and of a fire 
years later which destroyed her 
house, as the two calamities of 
her life. Each cost her about 
$10,000, she estimated, and 
‘threw her .into debt, from 
which, each time, she emerged 
inte solvency. 

Built Up City Trade. 

Her first venture as a busi- 
ness woman was the building up 
of a retail trade route in the 
city, and the sale of milk, but- 
ter, chickens and eggs to a grow- 
ing list of customers. She some- 
times served meals in the farm- 
house, and it was in 1899, as she 
recalled, that a fashionable 
tallyho party pulled up at the 
place.

Crappies, be ios fishes 
of the  live-bait fishermen, 
usually spawn in the Missouri 


man-made lakes during April| 


and May. Time of spawning is 
associated with a water tempera- 
ture of about 68 degrees. The 
white and black crappies orig- 
inally were found from southern 
Canada, through the Great 
Lakes region, south to Florida 
and the Gulf states, and as far 
west as Kansas and Nebraska. 
Due to transplanting, they now 
are found in nearly every state 
in the Union, except those in 
the Far West. 

The white crappie and black 
crappie together have the dis- 
tinction of having more com- 
mon names than any other fish. 
Some 30 names, according. to 
locality, have been given these 
popular panfishes, ranging from 


‘the Louisiana sac-a-lait to bach- 


elor, lamplighter, chinquapin, 
anew and the more commonly 
nown designation, papermouth. 
No doubt, the lamplighter nick- 
name is a result of their late 
evening feeding habits, and the 
papermouth distinction is a re- 
sult of their mouths being so 
flimsily constructed that the 
hook tears out, very easily if the 
fish is not properly played after 
taking the bait. White crappie 
weighing as much as 5% 
pounds have beén taken, and 344 
unds is the record for the 
lack variety. However, the av- 
erage usually runs about 12 
ounces. 
Minnows the Favored Bait. 
In the past, most crappies 
caught by bait casting and fly 
fishing were taken by accident. 


known that crappies will strike 
flies and small bait-casting lures 
if they are properly manipu- 
lated. Trolling with small arti- 
ficial lures, with the motor cut 
to minimum speed, also is used 
effectively by modern-day fish- 
ermen. Small lures, used on 
spinning tackle, are proving to 
be efficient but the live-minnow 
fisherman continues to have the 
advantage over all other meth- 
ods now in use. 

Crickets, roaches, grasshop- 
pers and worms also are used by 
the crappie anglers. In Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, on the 
large Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity impoundments, crickets are 
being extensively ‘used.

JAPANESE REPORT 


. TOKYO, April 6 (AP)—Jap- 
anese scientists last night re- 
ported finding “hot rain” iso- 
topes indicating the United 
States and Russia both explored 
thermonuclear bombs coated 
with uranium jackets in 1954. 

Scientists say a uranium 
jacket around a hydrogen bomb 
would boost its killing power 
many times. 

Two scientists said they had 
discovered isotopes of uranium

Dr, Yusuke Yokoyama of 
Tokyo University said both iso- 
topes would result from the ex- 
plosion of a natural uranium 
jacket around a thermonuclear 
bomb.

OK'S HOSPITAL 
FUND IN PRINCIPLE 


Final Approval Held Up 
Pending Further 
Study of Institute by 
Doctors’ Council. 


Members of the St. 
Medical Society voted last night 
to approve in principle a con- 
troversial fund set up by physi- 
clans at City and Homer G. 
Phillips hospitals to finance 
medical research and education. 

However, final approval of the 
fund was withheld pending 
further study by the society's 
council, to which the matter was 
referred with instructions to re- 
port back to the membership in 
the near future. 

The fund, set up last year in 
the form of an Institute of Medi- 
cal Education and Research, is 
financed by professional fees 
collected from non-indigent pa- 
tients covered by medical insur- 
ance. 

The city now collects basic 
hospital fees from patients cov- 
ered by hospitalization insurance 
plans in cases where patients 
enter a city hospital on an emer- 
gency basis and are not consid- 
ered: indigent. ; 

‘Corporate’ Practice Dispute. 

Establishment of the institute 
has’ revived the long-standing 
medical argument over the so- 
“corporate” 
medicine versus 
fees by individual physicians. 
Discussing the institute at a 
two-hour closed meeting last 
night, members of the society 
agreed to a resolution support- 
ing the principle of collecting 
fees at the two city hospitals 
from patients able to pay.

He noted that 
present city ordinances prohibit 
fees being paid to doctors at the 
two hospitals but added that in 
cases where patients are clearly 
able to pay, the money should 
go to the physicians. 

Other speakers agreed with 
Dr. Jost that the society should 
explore the possibility of chang- 
ing existing ordinances to permit 
direct payment of fees.

Even before Stalin 
succeeded in bombing his way 
to the throne of Lenin, he gave 
a series of lectures in 1924 on 
“Principles of Leninism” in 
which he proclaimed that the 
revolution must be consolidated 
in Russia before it could take 
over the world. In the mean- 
time, he recommended tactical 
approaches and compromises 
with capitalist nations until the 
world -.was ripe for Communist 
rape. 

Our Western world that is 
gullible abéut co-existence 
should remember that it is a 
word and only a word that dis- 
guises the rigid, inflexible and 
unchanging Soviet policy of 
eventual “uni-existence,” name- 
ly, World Sovietism. 

There is always a moment 
when the lamb is co-existing 
with the lion; but this moment 
necessarily, leads to the mo- 
ment when the lamb is swal- 
lowed by the lion— and this is 
called “uni-existence.” We can- 
not have co-existence with Com- 
munism unless we want uni- 
existence.

HERE are few jobs about-the 

house as dull and uninter- 

esting as taking down storm 
windows. What’s more, if you 
live-in a two-story house there 
are few jobs as dangerous as 
standing on the top rung — 
a 
storm window and praying that 
a sudden breeze doesn’t catch it 
and take it and you down to 
earth in a hurry. 


Renioving storm windows from 
a ladder is always bad because 
you almost always have to use 
two hands and this leaves you 
nothing ‘with which to hold to 
the ladder. 


Our suggestion for removing 
storm windows is not to use a 
ladder or climb around on the 
outside of the house. It’s easier 
and a whale of a lot safer if 


remove the sash from the 
inside and then lower it down 


This little job is best done by 
two “people but one of the two 
doesn’t have to be very strong.

Facts of Viruses 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


; OU hear a lot of talk about virus diseases but do 

Y sou know what a virus is? Do you know how it does 

its damage? Do you know why viruses are so much 
harder to study than are ordinary germs? 

No one yet knows the whole story about viruses. No 
one knows exactly what they are chemically or structurally. 
But a great deal is known about viruses. 

A virus is extremely small. Perhaps it is the smallest 
living thing. It is smaller than 1-125,000 of an inch in 
diameter. 

If you enlarged a body cell (such as a skin cell or 
a red blood corpuscle) 5000 times, it would be about one 
inch across. If the largest virus were made that much 
bigger, it would still be smaller than the head of a pin.

THAT IS THE REASON they cannot be seen with 

ordinary microscopes. Only an electron microscope can 

make viruses visible, using beams of magnetically deflected 
electrons instead of light lenses. 

Some viruses appear like miniature tadpoles while 
others are spherical, cube-shaped or rod-shaped. 

Viruses can multiply only in living cells. 
also can enter living cells. 

Man is got the only creature afflicted with viruses. 
Insects have them. Plants have virus diseases. So do 
germs. In fact, the viruses that damage and kill bacteria 
are called bacteriophages or, simply, phages. 

The study of bacteria and their phages has revealed 
much about viruses. Pure strains of bacteria can be 
grown in unlimited quantities in a short period of time. 

* 

THE VIRUS DOES its damage in three steps. First 

it sticks to the outside of the cell. Certain physical and 
~-~"Giiemical reactions occur with the cell membrane so 
that the virus passes through it into the cell. It’s as if 
the virus had a chemical key to the door of the cell. Once 
inside, it multiplies. Then the cell bursts, as if it had 
been bombed from the inside. This explosion scatters 
many viruses to other cells nearby. Then the whole 
process repeats. 

The big trouble in studying viruses is a double trouble: 
they are so very tiny and they grow only in living cells. 
You can’t grow viruses on plates of gelatin or nutrient 
agar. as you can bacteria. 

Worse still, viruses are very choosy about the kinds 
of cells they will grow in. The common cold virus, for 
instance, will not touch anything but the human cell. 
Influenza viruses are’ less’ particular. They grow on 
the membranes of living chicken eggs.

Q. What made Saturn’s rings? 

A. It is the common’ view of 
astronomers that the rings were 
formed out of the pieces of one 
or more moons, There is good 
reason to believe that any large, 
solid object would be shaken to 
pieces if it. came close to the 
surface of a planet.
